RESOLUTION 

To support the establishment of a 
National Historical Intelligence Museum.

Resolved , That the Senate supports the establishment of a 
National Historical Intelligence Museum and, in furtherance 
of such support, recognizes the following: 

(1) That intelligence has played a crucial role in 
the history of the United States; 

(2) That intelligence activities were employed by 
George Washington at the outset of the American Revolu- 
tion; 

(3) That it is important the citizens of the United 
States understand the role of intelligence in not only 
military achievement in wartime, but also in maintaining 
stability in peacetime; 

(4) That the sacrifices and contributions to intelligence 
by thousands of men and women should be commemorated; and 

(5) That the understanding of the importance which intel- 
ligence activities have played in the history of the United 
States and the acknowledgement of the people who have
